Group I, claim(s) 3-12, 21, and 22, drawn to an in-substrate selective chemical 
treatment process and/or system. 

Group II, claim(s) 13-15, drawn to a liquid crystal device. 

Group III, claim(s) 16, drawn to a process of inspecting an active substrate in a liquid 
crystal device. 

Group IV, claim(s) 17-20, drawn to a process of repairing an active substrate in a liquid 
crystal device. 

Group V, claim(s) 23 and possibly 24, drawn to a substrate having a conductive pattern. 
Note that claim 24 is dependent upon a canceled claim, correction is required. 



The inventions listed as Groups l-V do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

Group I has technical features associated with a chemical treatment process and/or 
system that are generally independent from processes of inspection and repair, and are 
independent from liquid crystal devices and substrate devices.

Group V has technical features associated with a substrate having a conductive pattern 
that are generally independent from chemical treatment processes and/or systems, 
processes of testing, processes of repairing, and liquid crystal devices.
